In tba winter of 1S38, Geo. Mitchell, the 
resident Engineer, returned to roe his esti> 
males of the entire cos( of the Erie and 
Mirhigitn Canal. Upon examination I (ound 
the prices affixed, particularly on the heavy 
work, much lower than I had adopted upon 
oiher lilies. 
I could net consent to submit 
his report to the Board, and through tbem 
tu the Legislature, until he had at my request 
added to bis estimate about three hundred 
thousand dollars, (the precise sum not recol- 
lecled wi(bou( reference (o the books.)— 
This ac( of mine, as some of (he then meiii-> 
bers of (he Legislature from tbe north will 
recollect, was made (he subject of bittei 
complaint anJ censure by Mr. Chamberlain 
himself, of which (act I have documentary 
proof in my possession,shouldjt be question 
ed. 
Now (he desire on the part of (he 
oor(hern delegation to have their canal fa* 
vorably reported to (he Legislature is reas- 
onable enough, but io what attitude does 
(his fac( exhibi( .Mr. ( hamberlain, wbo four 
years afierwards, rises in the Senate Cham- 
ber and charges (he Engineers with having 
beguiled him into the aupport ofthe system 
by too loto cslitnales of i(s cost?

I have had the misfortune also, in the dis- 
charge ot my «iffiutal duty to come in con 
flict with the views of Mr. Chamberlain on 
another point, which he deemed uf great im- 
portance to the Eiie and Michigan Canal. 
The Journal of the Senate will show that 
lor iwu years past he has entertained (b 
idea of itiduf-ing a belie'in tba Legislature, 
that the construction o f t h e Erie and Michi 
guii canal from Fort Wayne, as far as the 
head branches o! the Elkhart, «ear the centre 
oj his Senatorial 
District, 
was essentially 
necessary in order to provide a sufficient 
supply of water for the Wabash and Erie 
Canal. 
Tbis fact admitted, and the imme 
diate construction of this portion of (he Erie 
Hud Michigan Canal would follow of course, 
as a matter of necessity, even if it could be 
accomplished in n » other way than by a di 
version ofthe VV. & E .

At the next seasioo the subject was still 
further pressed by Mr. Chamberlain.

call waa made by bim on (he Chief Engineer 
wi(h a view, a» would seem by (be character 
ofthe reaololion, of drawing from bim.by an 
iodiraelmode.«o opmion favorable to this 
decepUfo acboma, whieh seems to have been 
uppermost in bis mind for two yeara past. 
In answer to this inquiry, I then used Ibe 
following plain and unequivocal 
language.

nal, so long urged by MV. Chamberlain, ia 
wholly delusive.

ble and feasible; nor are arguments waotlng in 
favor of ita importance. Tbe very large wheat 
crop of tbat region would pUca this oanal 
among the first works of the State.

have been aJt all times ready to urge consiiera- 
lions of this kind in favor of the coftstruction of 
thit canal, I could aot unite in the argument bcu- 
ed upon its importance or tts vaine as a faeder to 
the IFnbunh and Erie Canal, for the reason that 
with aU the bra ncfits ofthe 
Elkhart

no surplus uf water would be lejt af- 
ter supplying its own demands.

expressed by the uadersigaeU in bis otBpial re- 
port?." 


I have given the facts io this case more 
in detail, for the reason that I am charged io 
Mr. Chamberlain's letter with having singled 
out the Northern Canal as ihe special object 
of my displeasure. 
Aod I cheerfully sub- 
mit the question to the candid reader, even 
to the constituents of (he ireoator, to the hon- 
est farmers of Elkhart Coun(y—(o say 
whether my refuaal to uoite wilh bim in urg^ 
ing upon (he Legislature, reasons for tbe 
const: uction of this canal which I knew to 
be deceptive; or even the addition made to 
Geo. Mitchell'a estimates of tbe work, when 
I knew tbem (o be lower than (be contract 
prices then being paid for such work oo oth« 
er lines; furnishes any just ground for such 
denunciation against ao officer upon whom 
the Legislature relieù for correct informa- 
tion. 


Whether or not my refusal to aecond the 
views of Mr. Chamberlain in regard to the 
Erie and Michigan canal, in (he two partic 
ulars just mantioi e ^ have had any agency 
in engeoderirg in bis mind tbia unparalleled 
bilteroess ot feeling, is not for ine to deter 
mine. 
Of this (be public will judge 
would not willingly do bim injustice. 
I 
view of all the facts, however, 1 cannot re 
sist tbe conclusion that, had I united in rep^ 
resenting tbe Erie aud Michigan as essen- 
tial to tbe Wabasb and Erie Canal, and thus 
enabled Mr. Chamberlain, by procuring its 
construction through this favorite idea of 
bis own, to ride more successfully tbe canal 
bobby io tbe North, I would have been spar- 
ed much of this outpouring of bis bitterness. 


It IS worthy of remaik, tbat while denun- 
ciation« have thus been poured upon me in 
the North for sopposed hoa i'-iiy to their 
lavorile caoal. in other parts of the Stale, at 
(he vame time, I have been charged wi(h too 
stioug partiality for tbat work, and severely 
censured for my supposed agency in presi» 
mg il forward at too early a period. 
Stric- 
turaa of tbis kind may be soen in the coU 
umns of 
tbe Jefioraooian, published 
in 
V\ayne County, juat previous to the Aoguat 
alaciion in 1338. 
Tbis bis(orical incident 
is alluded to merely aa furnishing, in con- 
nection with Mr. Cbamberlaiii'a chargea of 
hostility to tbat work, rather an amuaing 
illus(ration of (be faciliiy wilh which a pubHc 
agent, wbo may have been engaged io car- 
ryiog out (he Internal Improvemeiit lawa of 
(ha 8ta(e, may be converted by paeviab poi*
